2. The ft)llowing is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: While Alcorn, 
Johnson, and Nakagawa teach a method for verifying a stored game software using an external 
EPROM reader, these references, taken either alone or in combination with the prior art of record 
does not disclose: 

(Claims 12) "wherein the information of the selected V-PROM comprises a V-PROM name, a 
description of a stored game software and data, a version number of the stored game software 
and data, statistical and marketing information of the stored game software and data", 

in combination with the remaining elements and features of the claimed invention. It is for these 
reasons that the applicant's invention defines over the prior art of record.
